The Only Means by which we enjoy the 
Blefling of "our Q U E E N s Reign was the Re- 
volution, which is Diametrically oppofite to 
the^ Dodlrine of Non Refiftance. 

The Preaching againft Refiftance in any Cafe 
whatfoever, fince the Revolution , is juft a$ if 
at Ge^oaj they ihould Preach againft Ufury ; 
tho' their State is known to fubfift and flOurifh 
by it; thfey being the greateft Bankers in the 
World. If the Nation had not turned , out 
JCibg yams for his Faults, his Governnient liad 
gone, on, and he had left the Crown to the Pre- 
tender. . It is fo very plain that the Revolution 
was contrary to Paffiye Gbedience , that tho' 
fome do, if they are fufficiently informed, no- 
thing but the utmoft Impudence can deny it. 
The going out of the Kingdom, upon which 
Yhelfe idle Reafoners sirgue, was but one Arti- 
cle againft Kingj James in the Vote of Abdica- 
tion : And ^li the reft of the Articles which 
were a very great ,Number,turncd only upon the 
Point of bis Mifgovernment. Abdicating for 
Faults of Government, is but a Phrafe to signi- 
fy being Depofed juftly : And a Perfon muft 
.have a wretched Underftanding (tho* indeed no 
body does think it) to imagine his going out of 
the Nation at that time, was a defigned quit- 
ting his Crown. If it is meant by tfee laft' Ar- 
ticle, that his going out of the Nation , *wa$ a 

re- 



rejedjug all Accommodation \Vith the Prince 
oi Orange^ and his own SubjecSts,.. and confe- 
quently made one of the Articles of Abdica- 
tion; then the laft Article is a .Circumftancc 
of Refiftance, as high ag any of the reft : And 
this is really the true Senfe and View of the 
Words. 

We have received great Benefit from the lle- 
voliftion : Our Religion and Liberties;, and. e- 
very /thiiag, hold of that Tenure. Is it fit we 
ftould call thofe Rebels and Traitors, who 
' were Inftrumental in that Noble Work ? Thofe 
brave Noblemen and Gentry, thpte brave Com- 
iBon People, ( for Bravery is of all Ranks) ' 
tih^t Ventured their Lives for the Publick Good, 
ipuft they be vilified and treated as Malefa- 
Gtoxsi Xaftly, muft the Queen Her Self be de- 
clared to have b?en a Rebel and Traitor , wlio 
with more than Female Courage joined Her 
Self with thof^ that were in^ Arms at, that time 
agaipflCKing jF^wfj? Compliment and Flattery 
have, been very near as old as the World .• But 
^htther it is, or not, I can't determine, that 
we now live in an Age of great Refinements 
and Delicacy of Thinking ; We have found out 
a Method of Compliment perfedly now. Tl^e

vernment, and while it is kept to^ too good to 
be changed. Tiiere is always Trouble and Ek- 
pence in a Change^, thp' it be only, of the Per- 
fons Reigning ; but in a . Change of t)ie whole 
J^rameipf Government, there o^ft be a violent 
Concuifion: Befides, it is much eaiier to change 
a Commonwealth into a Monarchy^ than a 
Moiiarchy into a ComiTion wealth. The Tran- 
sition is much eafier, iby an BKtindion of the 
feveral Powers in a Commonwealth, to the 
.one eminent Power in a Monarchy. Denying 
FaftyenOhedience to the height many carry it, 
is reprefcnted as a; Republican Nption ; where- 
as nothing is mof^ certain, than that faffhe 0- 
hediince is. tq the full as much due in a Repub- 
lick,^ as in a Monarchy j and ,tbat the Gover- 
ning Part in a Republick lay Claim to it as 
mudi. 

lihall not here enter into the Detail of the

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Right ta oilr Liberties,- ^t does not .fay the 
Prince may lawfully take them away, but it- 
fays, upon no Pretence whatfbever we milft op- 
pofe him with Force. Now a bare Right with- 
out fomfe Power tq back it, maintains nothing . 
in this World J fo this Dodlrine makes cfv^ry- 
thing we have precarious, at the Mercy of a 
Creature of the fame Species, of the ftnie^Hu-' 
man Frailty with our felve^; This Dlo^ine 
goes upon a Mifapplicatibri bf Scripture ;• King 
Saul and £?^i^/ were So vtreigns 'Ufjon Tan im- 
mediate Defignation of God Almighty, Who 
ordered the Prophet to Anoint them. 'Thfey- 
were God's Anointed, without a Figure or Com-' ^ 
plimetlt. No Sorercigrts can pretend to that 
now : They are eitheir by Violence, PrtfCci^i- 
ptlon, Ele(9:ion, or thi Laws of the Land ; Yet 
even \vi Sauh Reign',' £>/ri'/^did nol obferve 
Paffive Ohiidience.

The next Article of Difcontent, is a Spirit 
of Perfecution : Very many arc angry at the 
Toleration. The^ have a Mind very much in^ 
flam'd againft all DijfenUrs ; I mean the Pro- 
teftant : For towards the Papifts they have ^ at 
leaft Chriftian Charity. 

I do really believe this caufes a gfe^tei; 
Number of difcontented People here, ihan di- 
tedt Jacoiitifm does. It is an intolerable Per- 
fecution upon many, not to have the free Ex* 
ertion of their own ill Natures. Not to Pei;- 
fecute , wrth them is to be perfecuted. All 
Churches have too much of that Temper : 
Tho' I may fay, to thp Honour of it, our 
Church o( Ef^lanJ has it. lefs than ^ny other 
whatfoevey . 

No Church pretends to Infallibility , but 
, only the Popiih : Yet all Churches feeni to be 
for A£ting ibmething towards that Suppofi- 
tion: And Perfecution can never be ianyiwherp 
^yith fo. good a Grace, as where Infallibility 
is : That oi?ce fuppbf^d, Perfecution has much 

.X more 
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rttM-e the Air of Juftice. I Have bad fbme- 
tittles a bold Thought come into my Bead, 
which .I-.wilf here venture to throw out : 
Which is. Whether there is fuch a vaft difl^i 
rence between the Infallibility of a Church, 
and the being fo fully aflured their Chur<A is 
Ri^t in its every Point, that they will be for 
perfecuting ftiriQufly , whoever differs from 
them, tho in the leaft.Pundilio. ^ 

I allow Infallibility is the mod aflumihg of 
all Titles, yet Fallibility (bmetimes brings a 
great deal of Wrath with it. I am fatisfied 
true Chriftianity has nothing like a perfecuting 
Spirit in it,; tlie contrary of it is the mod 
particularly inculcated of any one thing in the 
New Teftament. It is very obfervable the Spi- 
rit of God fuits and adapts the feveral Writings 

, of the ^Seriptures, in fome meafure, to the Tem- 
per and Genius of the Writers : And tho feveral 
of the Penmen of the New Teftament werd 
naturally of warm Tempers, yet all thieir Wri- 
tings,- let them be never fo fliort , inculcate 
and command mutual Forbearance, and Mode- 
ration about Opinions. 

Religion is defigned for the Peace of Man- 
kind, not as a facred Engine of Violence and 
Confufion. God therefore has beftowed Reli- 
gion as a good Gift on Mankind, as a Princi- 
ple of Quiet and Harmony. It flows in Cir- 
cumftances of Kindneft from the greateft and 
Beft of Beings ; and is not to run Kke Wilfifire 

, amongft U5. That noted Verfe, Tantum Reli- 
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gio potuh fu^dere matorum^ Is true only of if- 
. dulterated Religion, tho' Lucretius does not li« 
mit it. There is foraething fo villanous in Per- 
fecution ,• that it is the' thing in the World L 
mod abhor. The Pretence that it goes upon, 
is what makes iMiie worfe, viz. Religion. 
The naming that in the Cafe, does but add 
Impiety to the Injuftice. It is a Prophanation 
of Chriftianity to fuppofe it countehances Per- 
fecution. When we have Religion m our 
Thoughts , it fliould put our Minds into the 
beft Frame, not into the worft. We fhould not 
mingle our RefpecSI: to God with Adiotis of the 
Devil. Zeal for Religion is a very good thing; 
but is not to (hew it (elf in fuch a -manner : Be- 
fides, a great deal of what is called Zeal, has 
nothing to do with it. There may be,abun- 
• dance of Anger aboiit^ Religion, and riot one 
jot of it Zeal, either true' or faife : Theri^ may 
be ferving of Interefts, there may be 'Artger at 
being Contradided ; that the Superiority of 
Judgment, whether Fancied or Real is not ac- 
knowledged by othtxs^ and they not' i^nifedi- 
ately give into our Sentiments. ' 

I hope I (hall not fpin the Thread too fin^, 
if I venture to fay, tho' I have no occi(\qn for 
it, to prove the Point further, That.tho' we are 
angry upon no other Account, than that the 
Truth of Religion is not Relieved ; even that 
may not be Zeal. However, that mud necef^ 
farily be ajlow'd to be Commendable : Forthat 
turns Upon a certain Indignation, Which No-

Religion has further Regards, than tfeiat which 

is in common with every Subjecft of Reafon- 

ing» Zeal for the Church of England is very 

often raiftaken : People who feldpmeft conje to 

Church, and l.eafl: pradife the Duties enjoined 

by it, as to St ridnefs of Life, are often thought 

;to have the moft J^eal for it ; which is very ab- 

. furd : For where there is none for a good Life, 

there cannot be much for the Dodrines of our 

Churchy In that Cafe Zeal would be a fort of 

.Compounding with God Almighty, to give 

him the reft, and be excufed a good Life 

But we have nctfo learned Chrijt , Perfecuti- 

on appears fo, odious^ that the Party for it de- 
nies the Charge whenever it is laid upon tliem. 
Common Senfe will tpll one, thay miift not 
own it>:. That would drivi^awdy feveral well- 
meaning Perfons from their Party, who don't 
know th^ Bottom of tlieir Defigns. . . 

The Fury and Rancour they exprefs when- 
ever they fpeak of the Dijfentersy (hews fuffici- 
entty their Oiflatisfailion with the Toleration. 
That is now, God be thanked, become part of 
our Laws and Conftitution j fo to fpeak di- 
redly againft it, is not (afe : However, when 
it is mentioned, one may fee the Fervour of 
fome Souls againft it. When they are much 
prefled, by way of Retreat, they will fay 
fometimes, they are not againft Eafe to be al- 
. lowed to Confciences truly Tender. By 



By this they would diftinguifli away the 7^- 
hration : Tho' if it was in their pQwer to do 
what thiey pleas'd, they would think Diftindi- 
ons lofs of time. 

I don't queftion but a great many of thofe 
who are now "Jacohites in their Hearts, woukj 
have been well enoug^h contented with the Re- 
volution, if the Hi^h Church Party might 
^ have Governed, and Perfecution have takea 
place as formerly. Their III-Niature would 
have got the better of their Loyalty, and a 
Perfecuting Sovereign would have recommen- 
ded himfelfj tho* with a Title derived from 
the People : For tho- Loyalty can do much 
.with them, yet Spite has a greater ^.cStivity.

was foon affronted by them. 

The Third Caufe of our Olfcontisnts, is a

Place. People generally forgive Faults of Go- 
vernment, much eafier than their own RepuU 
ies : And to refufe a Man a Place, is very oft- 
en a Polirlcil Tranflatioa from a Whig to a 
Tory; and fp vice verfa. If a Man'^s Princi- 
ples ate bn one fide, and his Relentments on 
the other, the latter generally carry it* One 
'does ttot ^noi^ meet with a Cato or a Brutus : 
An old ' Rpman Spirit is very much wanted in ^ 
the World: Love to one's Country is ufed as a 
Tlouh{h,.;as a, Specious Iritrodud:ion often to 
pef'gns'^uite contrary to the good of it. 
Irhey that aj^ Head, of 

^notbHng^ ^preferred By the Government, are 
^|)retty rj^j'uierous ;^ and being generally of the 
Upper Sorty for Quafity, tjfnderftanding, and 
yidlivity, they have the greater Influence upon 
pothers. ' .^'i^^e^ have many of them fome Train 
dr . <^thei: aff fey them ; ;fQ that they and their 
ibependants together, inake up a confiderable

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• The laft Article of our Difcontents, is the 
inevitable Preflure of the War upon the Cir- 
tumftances of moft People. This brings in thq 
greater Number to the Malecontents of any one 
thing ; and indeed, more than all the reft put 
together. This affedis JPeople of all Ranks j 
' and it muft be owned the greateft part of the 
Nation is brought into fome Difficulties, by 
the extraordinary Charge'of the Wan 
. Whett People are uneafy in their Fortunes, 
Difcontents againft the Government naturally 
get Ground, When one is once out of Hu* 
^fflouri^ every thing goes amifs. In any Altera- 
•tlofi of the^ Government or Miriiftry, People 
^ho ^re- Uneafy, are apt tp entertain extra va- 
giant Hopes their own Private Affairs may 
take a better Tiirn. 

V ^ People iare' angry at the Taxes, and Charges 
icf -the WArV and feeling the Burthen very fen- 
fibly, fancy it needed not have been fo heavy : 
yport u^hidi arifes a difmal Complaint, the 
tifotiott « cheated, and much more Money rai- 
7fed than there was any neceflity for, or than 
has really been applied to the War.* 

-To this may be anfwered ; That it is the 
Mature of a great War, to have feveral x4rti- 
cles of Expence whldi muft not be fpecify'd ;
